its parks, the Langdon, to-Mr.' Jolrn 
IDlw-yn who, in .the years 1876, deeded' 
flve acres on tho other side of tlio 
South Pond to a> board 
of trustees, 


who should put the land in otrder for 
the -use of the 'public. 
For various 


reasons nothing was done for almost 
ten years to carry out this1 project, 
'but in 
May, 1S7G, the -park 
was 


thrown open to the public with dedi- 
catory exercises, including 
an 
ad 


d.ress by Rev. James DoNV>rmandlc 
and speeches 'by Hon. Charles Lovl 
Wood/bury, Gov.. Goodwin1 arsd others 


"During the two weeks pr.tor to the 


dedication a general tree 
^planting 


had taken place in the 
new 
park. 


More than COO trees had bc*en set out. 
Including over-thirty varieties. 
The 


givers were as varied and. Interesting 
as tholr trees. 
iAn elm 'wa-s. present- 


ed by a child twenty-two-' months old, 
and nn old lady of nlnfrtjr-six planted 
with her own hands a. "white birch. 
Mr. Albert Lalghton sent a linden 
tree with some graceful verses.

James DeNormandie set out «, sassa- 
fras tree, recalling t.hc fact that tho 
first ship that sighted these shores in 
1602 
returned to Er.'gland with ai load 


of sassafras root. / Whole

Joined In planting groups of trees. 
,Varioust local societies, uiieh as the 
Horticultural ""Socrioty, tho Mechanic 
Association, the 'Board of Trade, the 
Heavy Artillery., the Light Artillery 
and the varlou/j school's 'contributed 
largely to tho planting.

Like. Langdon 


Park, it would be greatly 
benefited 


by the improvement of the pond and 
the neighboring region, so that lov- 
ers of llio newest of our parte as 
well as those of the oldest ought to 
work for a scheme which will be ifor 
the benefit of both parks by beauti- 
fying the sheet of water which lies 
between them. 
I do not despair of

cated to the health and enjoyment of 
the people."

for the "Empire Girl'

pire girl without thorn 
A set of little* curls seems necessary to set her off. 


Hair curls more natuially around the face than on the crown of the head. This 
is not .because it is mote curlj but because'it is treated better. A woman! 
does not wear hair pins upon tier forehead. And, so, the hair being released 
and allowed to roam of its own free will soon begins to curl. What more sim- 
ple than to make it twine in little Josephine ringlet^. 


To make the hair curl naturally Is'almost a necessity. It means, first of 


all, that the hair must he kept clean. It is not enough to shampoo it with 
water. For a soap and water shampoo is not very good for the hair. It is apt' 
to turn it gray. It takes the life and the oil out of the roots. And the result 
is an early grayness and a premature baldness. The hair should be covered 
with soap jelly once a month and rinsed; until free from all traces of the jelly. 
But that is often enough.for any head of hair.' Wetting oftener than that will 
make the hair lifeless.

This is scattered through the 
hair and rubbed into the scalp, where it is allowed to lie for a while until It 
has time to absorb the oils of the hair. Now comes the brushing, which should 
b e soft b u t thorough.

so requires some patience. But it can be done. The quick method is to heat 
the tongs and probably burn part of the hair off. But the slower method of 
moistening the hair and applying heat to it gradually Is much better.

and then press.

After It Is pressed hang it up care- 


fully 
and leave the plaits .pinned 


down until used.' 


To remove dust from silk skirts do 


not use a brush, but wlpo them with 
a piece of velveteen, which win not 
Vr'ear.the 8.1 lit and will remove the dust 
iutich better than a.'brush. 


Silk or rufllod skirts should be fitted 


with tapes sowed on the lower ruffles, 
by which they can be hung upside 
down. This prevents the skirt from
